Upstream land uses and water withdrawals can influence Delta water quality,
therefore the measure is geographically divided between the Delta and upstream. Five benefit categories influence the outcome of the
~erforrnance score for the Delta: Natural Organics/Microbes (e.g., viruses and coliform bacteria), Eutrophication & Dissolved Oxygen (e.g.,
~lanktonic blue-green algae), Salinity/Outflow, Suspended Sediment and Turbidity, and Toxics (including trace metals and most pesticides). The
ame categories are used for Upstream except Dilution is substituted for Salinity/Outflow. The categories incorporate water quality issues raised
